WHAT : MAKES) 
‘BRIGHTER 
CRICKET? 


By N. W.'D. Yardley 


“It Is as well to remember 
in all this urge for 
brightening cricket that 
ever since the game spread 
beyond the village green its 
deterioration has been 
en wand its doom pre- 


dict 

os i has developed and tn- 
cercased enormously in popul- 
arity. What, then, jt may be 
asked, is thls brighter cricket? 
There would appcar to be two 
distinct schools of thought, 


1. These who want to see runs, 
hundreds of them, made by quick 
scoring. They would prefer to 
watch county erlcket if players 
had the same appoach to the 
game as those jn the leagues 
have. 

This would develop an entirely 
AJfferent breed of cricketers; 
batsmen whose only alm fs to 
score quickly, never, mind the 
methods, and bowlers of the 
neftative type who try and keep 
the runs down. 

2. Those who rellsh the cut 
and thrust between bowler and 
batsman on level terms,. when 
the sitll in the game can be ap- 
preciated, 

The arttst with the bat would 
continue to collect runs, but the 
inexpert or unenterprising player 
would court disaster with his 
push and prod methods, 

And the bowler who was 
master of his craft would reap 
hig proper reward. 


WHY CIEANGE? 


My own view fs that os little 
change ss possible — should. be 
made in the laws of the game. 
In fact, I see no adequate reason 
why there should be ony change 
whnhtsoever, : 

If wickets are to remain fast 
and true, we must have them 
hard, Then the ball will come 
through at a good” pace at a 
rensonnble height, Le, at least 
stump high, 


~:This- should - provido.-the -bats- 
man with, the opportunities to 
ploy strokes.’ If he can't play 
them under such conditions then 
there, 18 no place for him in the 
game. * 


Wickets of the quicker variety 
would at least give encourage- 
ment to the young to bow! fast, 
and there would be some {ncen- 
tive to put zest and energy into 
each delivery. 


FLIGHTING 


Life, for the spinner, might not 
be so alluring, but then flight 
would be more effective than on 
the completely dead wicket. 

Affernatively, we niigtit™ mak 
wickets lke those at Old 
Trafford in 1950 or Bristol in 
1947, both of which answered the 
spln-bowler's prayer from the 
very first over.’ They have 
been denounced, but they did 
produce results and most interest- 
ing cricket. 


Furthermore, did not the 
Lancashire gates inerease by 
providing such erlckct? 

Finally, the most important 
thing of all is aggression, from 
every one of the 22 players in 
the match. 

The captains must strive for 
victory from the first ball and 
not think of security first. 

The alm should be at least 400 
runs on the first day; this, after 
all, ig not 70 runs per hour. The 
present average, which I give 
purely os a guess, without 
statistleal proof, would not be 
much over 300. 

Better, rather than brighter 
cricket, is what lovers of the 
game. would wish to sea. -
